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Biographical Details of People Linked to the Dodo and Solitaire 

Abel, Othenio (1875-1946). Viennese palaeobiologist. 

Acland, Henry Wentworth (1815-1900). Christ Church Reader in Anatomy, 1845-1851 (Rookmaaker 
2010), following the resignation of Kidd. Became Regius Professor in 1857. Subscriber to Strickland & 
Melville (1848). 

Agassiz, Jean Louis Rodolphe (1807-1873). Swiss palaeontologist and geologist. Professor at 
Harvard University. Founded the Museum of Comparative Zoology in 1859 and was director of that 
institution 1859-1873. 

Allis, Thomas (1832-1864). Osteologist. Allis wrote to Strickland on 10 th March 1848 (UMZC "Dodo 
Book" Archive D-154; printed in Strickland 1849a, pp. 137-138) from Asbaldwich (Osbaldwick) near 
York, stating that he had recently bought a copy of Strickland & Melville (1848) and noticed the 
illustration of the sclerotic ring of the dodo (pl.ix*) (Rookmaaker 2010). 

Almeida, Manuel de (1580-1646). Jesuit priest. Embarked upon a missionary voyage to India. 

Altham, Emanuell (1600-1635) was the son of Edward Altham and younger brother of James and 
Edward Altham. Edward married Joane Leventhorp; their offspring were James, Edward, John, 
Leventhorp, Joan, Elizabeth, Mary and Bridget (Morant 1763-68). Emanuell joined the East India 
Company prior to his voyage to the East Indies. He spent time at Surat, and died in the fort of 
Armagon, on the coast of Coromandel, in 1635/36 (Lagesse 2004). During his last illness he had "all 
his p'ticular bookes of accompts and many other wrightings" burnt in his presence, which event was 
corrorobrated by a document, signed by four witnesses, in the collection (Newton 1874, p.449). 

Ambrosini, Bartolomeo (1588-1657), Italian doctor and naturalist of Bologna, pupil of Ulysse 
Aldrovandi. 

Anson, Archibald Edward Harbord (1826-1925). Inspector-General of the Mauritius Police. Captain 
of the Royal Artillery. Anson went to school in Woolwich Common. He worked for the military on 
Mauritius, 1857-1862 and Madagascar 1862-1865. He departed Mauritius on 7 th November 1865 with 
some of Edward Newton's dodo bones for Alfred Newton and a small number of bones given to him 
by George Clark (Edward Newton to Alfred Newton, 7 th November 1865, 24/3, p. 182), which were to 
be placed in the Woolwich Institute (Hume et al. 2009). The latter also comprised tortoise bones which 
he subsequently donated to the BM {ibid.). Anson died in London. 

Antelme, Georges (1870-1938) Mauritian malacologist. Chairman of the Museum Desjardins. An heir 
of Etienne Thirioux. Assisted in the purchase of the Durban skeleton. 

Antoine, Robert (1923-1996). Interested in botany and palaeontology. Former director of the 
Mauritius Sugar Industry Research Institute (MSIRI). Died in September 1996. Data from: 
http://histoireithier.blogspot.com/2009/08/robert-antoine.html [Accessed: 13 August 2010] 

Arthus, Gotthard (1570-post-1630). Of Danzig (Gdansk). Frankfurt schoolmaster, proof-reader and 
translator. He was the main translator of the brother De Bry's collection of voyages between 1601 and 
1620 (Van Groesen 2008). 

Ashmole, Elias (1617-1692). FRS. Antiquary, founder of the Ashmolean Museum, to which he 
presented his collections in 1677. 

Ayres, Philip Burnard (1813-1863), unofficial member of the RSASM (1859). He arrived in 
Mauritius in 1856 from England. Ayres had found dodo bones in Mauritius in 1860. 

Balfour, Isaac Bayley (1853-1922). Scottish botanist. Son of John Hutton Balfour. He participated in 
the 1874 Transit of Venus Expedition. From 1873-1878 he was lecturer in botany at the Royal 
Veterinary College, Edinburgh. From 1879-1885 he was Regius Professor of Botany at Glasgow. See 
Parish (2013, pp.245, 380n80) for further details of the Transit of Venus Expedition. 
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Ball, Robert (1802-1857). Irish naturalist. Director of the museum at Trinity College Dublin 1844. 

Barclay, Frederick Charles d'Epinay (1831-1890). Captain of the 24 ,h or 2 nd Warwickshire Regiment 
of Foot. Aide-de-Camp to the Governor of Mauritius. 

Barkly, Henry (1815-1898). Governor of Victoria, Australia 1856-1863. Governor of Mauritius 1863- 
1870. He was to set up a "Dodo Company", along with Edward Newton and Walmsley Stanley 
(Edward Newton to Alfred Newton, 7 th November 1865, 24/3, p. 175: Hume et al. 2009) to excavate a 
marsh other than Mare aux Songes (see Parish 2013, p.244). 

Bartlett, Abraham Dee (1812-1897). Taxidermist of 12 College Street, Camden Town. 
Superintendent of the Zoological Gardens, London. He exhibited a life-sized model of the dodo in 
1851. 

Bellanger, Louis Auguste (1647-1705). Sieur of Lespinay (Lougnon 1958). 

Biedermann, Christoph von (1862-1913). Rediscovered the dodos of Ruthart and Francken. 

Bissy, Gaston de (d.1865). Co-proprietor and manager of the Plaisance Estate. He died 27 th October 
1865. 

Blainville, Henri Marie Ducrotay de (1777-1850) 

Blumenbach, Johann Friedrich (1752-1840). Visited England where he was shown the Tradescant 
foot (Maund & Holl 1837) and had a copy of Savery-BM made. 

Bojer, Wenceslas (1795-1856). (Vaclav Bojer, Wenzel Bojer) Naturalist and botanist. Born in 
Bohemia, died in Port Louis, Mauritius. Appointed curator of the Mauritius Museum in 1842. 

Bonaparte, Charles Lucien Jules Laurent (1803-1857). Prince de Canino. Ornithologist. 

Bontekoe, Willem Ysbrantsz (1587-1657). VOC skipper born in Hoorn. 

Bontius, Jacobus (Jacob de Bondt) (1592-1631). Physician, studied in Leiden, lived in Amsterdam. In 
1627 he departed for Batavia, in the employ of the VOC where he studied the local medicinal practices. 
During his stay in the East Indies he described the natural world (Den Hengst 2003). 

Boodt, Anselmus de (1550-1632), Flemish naturalist, who was called to Prague by Rudolf II in 1604 
(Valledor de Lozoya 2003) and became his personal doctor. De Boodt made twelve (or eleven) albums 
of paintings, including an image of the cassowary, but none of the dodo (Staudinger 1990). 

Bouton, Louis Sulphice (1799-1878). Mauritian botanist and secretary of the RSASM (North- 
Coombes 1971). Curator of the museum at Port Louis from June 1856. 

Bouwer, Hans Hendricksz (b.1570 or 1571). He visited Mauritius under Van Warwijck (1598, as 
clerk: Moree 1998). 

Boyle, Charles John. Retiring Chief Commissioner of Railways (Hume et al. 2009). Saw dodo bones 
at George Clark's house. Left Mauritius "shortly after Mr [George] Clark's discovery" with a box of 
dodo bones (Boyle 1867, p.265), although the exact date in unknown it was sometime in late 1865 
(Hume et al. 2009). 

Brandt, Johann Friedrich (1802-1879). German naturalist. Director of the Zoological Department of 
the Academy of Sciences of St. Petersburg from 183 1. 

Brisson, Mathurin Jacques (1723-1806). 

Broderip, William John (1789-1859). FLS, FZS. Naturalist. Member of Oriel College, Oxford. 
Fellow of the Linnean Society (1824) and Royal Society (1828). One of the founders of the ZSL.

Broecke, Pieter van den (1585-1640). Dutch VOC merchant. He travelled to the East Indies in 1613- 
1629. He was the director of the VOC factory at Surat from 1620 to 1628. He returned to the 
Netherlands in 1630, but later went back to the East Indies. He died in December 1640 in India. 

Broome, Frederick Napier (1842-1896). Lieutenant-Governor of Mauritius 1880-1883. 

Brueghel the Elder, Jan (Jan Breughel) (1568-1625). It is known that he travelled several times to 
Antwerp to visit the menagerie and aviaries of Archduke Albert (Jackson 1999). 

Bry, Johannes Theodorus de (1561-1623) and Johannes Israel de Bry (d.1611). 

Buffon, Georges Louis Leclerc, Comte de (1707-1788). French naturalist. In 1739 he was appointed 
keeper of the Jardin du Roi, Paris and the museum that formed part of it. From his cataloguing of the 
museum he began his "Histoire Naturelle" as an account of all nature. 

Burch, Francona Antoinetta Conradina van der (1813-1888). Sister of Jan Louis van der Burch. 
Died in Haarlem on 18 ,h February 1888. 

Burch, Jan Louis van der (1811-1886) 1 (Jean Louis van der Burch). Burgemeester of 
Haarlemmerliede and Spaarnwoude. Died at Haarlem. 

Cabot, Samuel (1815-1885). American ornithologist and medical doctor. Lived in Boston, 
Massachusetts. 

Caldwell, William James (1820-1887). FLS, CMZS, assistant to E. Newton, naturalist, member of the 
RSASM (North-Coombes 1971). He was appointed Acting Police magistrate on Rodrigues on 15 th 
April 1875 and Acting Assistant Colonial Secretary on 22 nd July 1875. He was on Rodrigues for three 
months (Hume et al. 2014). In 1877 he became Chief Clerk of the Colonial Secretary's Office and by 
1878 he had moved to Calcutta (The Mauritius Almanac and Colonial Register for 1878). 

Carie, Francois Joseph Paul (1876-1930). Mauritian naturalist who donated his ornithological 
collections of the Mascarene Islands to the MNHN (Berlioz 1946). Carie lived in the area of Mare aux 
Songes (North-Coombes 1991) and was owner of the sugar plantation of Mo n Desert, at Grand Port. In 
1910-13 was charged with a scientific expedition to the Mascarenes; he left Mauritius in 1913 (Halais; 
Crepin 1931 vide Cheke 1987) and moved to Paris (Angst & Buffetaut 2011). He was named a 
correspondant of the MNHN in 1914. He also worked on the MSS. of Pingre but died before 
publication (Cheke 1987). See Parish (2013, pp.254, 332, 334, 356, 358, 364). 

Caron, Francois (1600-1673). Worked for the VOC and then the French East India Company, of 
which he became the director in 1667. He arrived in Madagascar in 1667 but left before the end of the 
year for Surat. 

Carre de Chambon, Abbe Barthelemy (b. c.1640). Traveller and secretary of the French East Indies 
Company. 

Carus, Carl Gustav (1789-1869). Doctor, scientist, painter. Travelled to England in 1844. He saw 
Kidd at the theatrum anatomicum (lecture theatre at Christ Chruch). 

Cauche, Francois. A Frenchman. North-Coombes (1979) stated that, on the basis of his descriptions, 
there was notihing to suggest that Cauche was "no more than an uneducated soldier, anxious to travel 
and see the world" (p. 129) and that Morisot, not Cauche, was the author. 

Charleton, Walter (Gualtero Charletono) (1619-1707). M.D. Magdalen Hall, Oxford 1642-3. 
Appointed Physician-in-Ordinary to Charles I in the same year. He emphasised the importance of 
nomenclature. His assistants in his works were George Ent (1604-1689) and Christopher Merret (1614- 
1695) (Gunther 1925). Charleton's works referred to many specimens in the Royal Society collection. 



However, the Maandblad van het 
Genealogisch-heraldiek genootschap "De Nederlandsche Leeuw" (no. 12, 1883, p. 87) states that Jean Louis van 
der Burch, former burgemeester of Harlemmerliede and Spaarnwoude died in Haarlem in 1883, age 72. 
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Chubb, Ernest Charles (1884-1972). British ornithologist. Curator of the Durban Museum. 

Clark, Edith Elizabeth (c. 1853- 1923) Daughter of George Clark. Born in Mauritius. She lived at 
'Tveldene', 16 Lower Park Road, Hastings. She died on 14 th November 1923. 

Clark, George (1807-1873). CMZS. Clark was born in England 2 and went to Mauritius, departing in 
1836 (via Jersey, which he departed in 1842), where he was appointed governement schoolmaster in 
1851. He was "a man of quiet manners, occupying an inferior situation, but thoroughly versed in 
natural sciences" (Pitot 1914, p. 87). He was a self-taught naturalist and a member of the Mauritius 
Natural History Society. He was proposed as honorary member of the RSASM on 13 th April 1866 
(Vinson 1968). He retired in December 1872 and died on 6 th February 1873. 

Clark, John Willis (1833-1910). Clark was Superintendent of the Museum of Zoology and 
Comparative Anatomy at the University of Cambridge (UMZC) 1866-1891. He mounted the skeleton 
of the dodo and those of a male and a female solitaire which were exhibited in 1868 at the Royal 
Society by the brothers Newton. 

Clarke, Joseph (1802-1895). Member of the Saffron Walden Natural History Society (which founded 
Saffron Walden Museum). Natural historian and antiquary. He arranged specimens for Joseph Meyer at 
the Liverpool Museum. In 1891 he was living at 1891 Roos(e) Farm, Saffron Walden. 

Clarke, Samuel (1599-1682). Clergyman, minister and biographer. 

Clift, William (1775-1849). Curator of the Hunterian Museum of the Royal College of Surgeons. 

Clusius, Carolus (Charles de l'Ecluse) (1526-1609). French botanist, naturalist and scholar of 
medicine. In 1593 he became honorary professor of botany at the University of Leiden, the chair which 
he occupied until he died in that city on 4 th April 1609. Clusius spent fourteen years at the courts of 
Maximilian II and Rudolf II. At Leiden he recorded and studied the exotic specimens brought back by 
the Dutch from their voyages, along with the accompanying journals. He corresponded with Paludanus 
and Van Linschoten amongst others. He also translated and corrected the first three volumes of the 
brothers De Bry's collection of voyages (Van Groesen 2008). 

Collins, Charles (1680-1744). His watercolour works of birds are dated 1736-1744. He died in 
London. 

Colwall, Daniel (d.1690). Merchant and philanthropist, Fellow of the Royal Society and treasurer of 
the Society from 1665 to 1679 (Cowie 2004). 

Commelin, Izaak (1598-1676). Of Amsterdam. 

Coquerel, Charles (1822-1867). French navy surgeon and entomologist. Collected insects in 
Madagascar. 

Corda, August Carl Joseph (1809-1849). Czech naturalist, primarily botanist, paleobotanist, 
mycologist and pioneer of microscopy. He was curator of the Division of Zoology, Bohemian Museum 
in Prague (now National Museum, Prague; NMP) from 1823-1848. 

Cornelisz, Reyer. Steersman of the Utrecht, The journal was kept from 1 st May 1598 - 19 th August 
1600. He was subsequently steersman of the Vice-Admiral's ship on the voyage of Heemskerk in 1601 
(see Parish 2013, p. 15). What became of him after this is not known; apparently he did not travel on a 
VOC ship again (Parmentier et al. 2003). 

Cossigny, Jean Francois Charpentier de (1690-1780). Naturalist and engineer. He was sent to 
Mauritius in 1731, again in 1754, and finally in for a third time after having been recalled to Europe. 
He died in Mauritius. He was associated with the Academie des Sciences of Paris, 

2 Contra Grihault (2007), it is unlikely that Clark spent his childhood in Wedmore, Somerset. He was born in 
Southampton on 22 nd July 1807 (parents: Joseph and Fanny Clark; cf. Clark 1878). It is also unlikely that he 
married "Mary Slocombe" in 1832 - a George Clark is recorded as marrying Mary Anne Grace (1813-1876) in 
Slocombe, Somerset, but this is probably not the George Clark in question. 
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Crosfield, Thomas (Crosfeild, Crossfield), M.A., B.D. (1602-1663), Fellow of Queen's College, 
Oxford and later Rector of Spennithorpe, Yorkshire. He was an undergraduate, graduate and Fellow at 
Queen's College from 1618 to c.1640. He was one of the auditors for a dissection performed in 1626 
by Thomas Clayton at Oxford (Tyacke 1997). He was elected Fellow of Queen's College in 1627 and 
died in February 1662/3 (Boas 1935). 

Cuvier, Jean Leopold Nicolas Frederic (Georges Cuvier, Georges Leopold Chretien Frederic 
Dagobert) (1769-1832). French zoologist. First visited England in 1818, visited England again in 1830 
for two weeks, which excursion included Oxford. 

Darby, William Henry (1790-1880). Of St. Mary's, Hackney, Middlesex. A Gentleman Commoner 
who had heard lectures given by Kidd (Hamel 1846). He matriculated at Christ Church in 1811 (aged 
20), took his BA in 1815 and his MA in 1820 (Foster 1888). Son of John Darby (1751-1834) of 10 
Great George Street, Westminster. 

Daruty de Grandpre, Jean Marie Rose Albert (1853-1928). Mauritian naturalist. Superintendent of 
the Museum Desjardins, Secretary of the RSASM. 

Daubeny, Charles Giles Bridle (1795-1867). English geologist, botanist and chemist. He studied at 
Oxford under John Kidd. Subscriber to Strickland & Melville (1848). 

Dawkins, Francis Henry (1796-1847). Colonel. 



Delahaye (fl. 1860). Artist. 

Delamotte, Philip Henry (1821-1889). English printer and illustrator in Oxford. Son of William 
Alfred Delamotte. 

Desjardins, Julien Francois (1799-1840). Mauritian zoologist. Born in Mauritius, died in Paris. 
Studied in Paris 1822-1824 under Cuvier and studied at the Museum d'Histoire Naturelle. Established a 
museum at his residence in Argy, Flacq. He collected fossils from Flacq, Plaine des Roches, Montagne 
Blanche, Mare La Chaux and Riche Mare. First secretary to the Societe d'Histoire Naturelle de Vile 
Maurice. Editor of the Rapport annuel sur les travaux de la Societe d'histoire naturelle de Vile 
Maurice until 1839, when he left for France to publish his observations. He had gathered together 
information on the dodo extracted from the memoires and notes of De Blainville, Cuvier, Lyell, Lesson 
and others (Oustalet 1897). His MS was acquired from his widow, Julie Renee Adelaide Marechal, by 
Felix Edouard Guerin-Meneville, but was never published. 

Deyrolle, Emile (1838-1917). The firm Les Fils d'Emile Deyrolle was located at 46, rue du Bac, Paris. 
Dinkel, Joseph (1805-1891). Draughtsman (Rookmaaker 2010). 

Dormitzer, Max. (d. 1853). Curator (kustos) of the zoological cabinet of the Narodni Muzeum 
(National Museum) in 1850. 

Dumeril, Andre Marie Constant (1774-1860). French zoologist. Professor of anatomy at the Museum 
National d'Histoire Naturelle 1801-1812. 

Duncan, John Shute (1769-1844). Of New College, Oxford. 

Duncan, Philip Bury (1772-1863). Of New College, Oxford. Keeper of the Ashmolean Museum in 
Oxford from 1829-1854. Subscriber to Strickland & Melville (1848). 

Edwards, George (1694-1773), naturalist, bird artist, bedell of the Royal College of Physicians. He 
had lessons in etching from Mark Catesby and corresponded with Linnaeus. Edwards was employed by 
Sloane to make watercolours of animals (Mason 1992). 
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Emmerez de Charmoy, Paul Donald d' (1873-1930). Franco-Mauritian entomologist. He became 
Assistant Curator of the Museum Desjardins in 1891 and was full Curator from 1895 (following the 
retirement of Albert Daruty de Grandpre) to 1913 (when he was replaced by Walter Edward Hart) 
(Halais & D'Emmerez de Charmoy 1941; Kcenig 1939). 

Enschede, Adriaan Justus (1829-1896). Archivist at Haarlem. He married Francina Antoinetta 
Conradina Koenen, the niece of Francona Antoinetta Conradina van der Burch, on 9 th July 1857. He 
died at Haarlem on 19* March 1896. 

Erxleben, James (1830-1890). Dutch artist. 

Eschricht, Daniel Frederik (1798-1863) Danish zoologist at the University of Copenhagen. 

Estrange, Hamon L' (1583-1654). Politician and senior gentry figure of Norfolk. He visited London 
several times. L'Estrange was a personal friend of Browne, and "a man of real love for natural history, 
and most zealous in his pursiut" (Wilkin 1835-6, vol.i, p.lxx). He was "a cultured and articulate man, 
he avidly purchased books to add to his library and maintained an interest in music and hawking" (Kyle 
2004, p.484). His hunting interests are further indicated by his comparisons of the colour of the dodo 
with that of the pheasant and deer. During the Civil War he supported the King. He died on 3 1 sl May 
1654. 

Eudes, Honore. Landowner and the leading resident on Rodrigues, administrator of the Estates of Mrs. 
Pipon (E. Newton 1868). Resident of the island since 1820 (North-Coombes 1971). He discovered the 
bones in 1832 (Cheke & Hume 2008, contra North-Coombes 1971), following Dawkins' visit. 

Evertsz, Volkert (Evertszen; Volquard Iversen) (c.l630-post-1668). From Husum in Schleswig. In 
VOC service 1654 or 1655 to 1668 as a soldier (Van Gelder 1997) or midshipman (Moree 1998). 

Flower, James (1800-1877), articulator at the RCS 1836-1877. Mounted the Royal College of 
Surgeons dodo skeleton. 

Flower, William Henry (1831-1899), zoologist, appointed conservator of the Royal College of 
Surgeons Museum in 1861. Fellow of the Royal Society (1864). 

Forbes, Henry Ogg (1851-1932). Scottish ornithologist and botanist. Director of the Canterbury 
Museum, New Zealand 1890-1893. Consulting director on museums in Liverpool 191 1-32. 

Ford, George Henry (1809-1876). South African illustrator. He went to London in 1837 and worked 
at the Department of Zoology of the BM in London as a draughtsman (Rookmaaker 2010). 

Francken, Frans II (the Younger) (1581-1642). Frans III Francken (1607-1667). 

Frauenfeld, Georg Ritter von (1807-1873). Curator of the Mollusc Collection at the Natural History 
Museum in Vienna. 

Fric, Antonn Jan (Antonm Fric, Anton Fritsch) (1832-1913). Austro-Hungarian zoologist. Director of 
the National Museum of Prague. 

Friedmann, Herbert. Curator of Birds at the United States National Museum. 

Froschl, Daniel (Froschel) (1563-1613). Imperial antiquarius and miniaturist. A "learned artist, 
particulaly in the field of natural history" (Hendrix 1997, p. 163). From 1603 he was employed as a 
miniaturist. On 1 st May 1607 Froschl became keeper of the Kunstkammer (DaCosta Kaufmann 1988), 
succeeding Ottavio de Strada, who had died. 

Frohawk, Frederick William (1861-1946). Artist. Member of the British Ornithologists' Union. 
Furb ringer, Max (1846-1920). German anatomist.

Gadow, Hans Friedrich (1855-1927) FRS. Lecturer on Advanced Morphology of Vertebrata, and 
Strickland Curator, University of Cambridge (Newton & Gadow 1893). 

Garet, Pieter (c.1552/5-1631). Apothecary in Amsterdam. 

Gerard, Frederic (1806-1857) 

Gerrard, Edward Jr. Son of the Edward Gerrard employed by the BM and BM(NH) 1841-1896. 
Gerrard Jr. apparently traded from King's Place, London, but later set up as a natural history dealer at 
61 College Place, Camden Town, London. 

Gervais, Francois Louis Paul (1816-79). 

Gostlin, William (Gostlyn, Gosselin, Gostlinge) (d. 1661). Of Norwich. Common Councillor for 
Wymer from 1626, Sheriff in 1629, Alderman for Coslany 1633-1648. He became alderman of 
Norwich in 1632 and mayor of Norwich in May 1642. He was married to Catherine Davye. In 1639 a 
William Gostlin of Norwich was, by mortgage, lord of Cromwell's Manor and patron of the rectory of 
Hethersett. He was a merchant and royalist, and lived in what is now 28 Elm Hill, Norwich, and was 
buried in the church of Saints Simon and Jude in October 1661 (Cozens-Hardy & Kent 1938). Probably 
the same as the Anatomy School Gosling, and perhaps the same "William Gosling, Engineer", 
mentioned in a pamphlet of 1643 (Gosling 1643). 

Gourlie, William (1815-1856). Member of the Glasgow Philosophical Society (Rookmaaker 2010). 
Melville wrote to Gourlie in October 1 848 (D-264) that he hoped that Gourlie had received the copy of 
Strickland & Melville (1848) for the Institution. Gourlie wrote to Strickland on 6 th December 1848 that 
he had twice written to Melville, without reply, and that a copy of Strickland & Melville (1848) was 
received at the Andersonian Museum (Rookmaaker 2010). 

Gmelin, Johann Friedrich (1748-1804). German naturalist. 

Gould, John (1804-1881). Taxidermist and ornithologist. 

Gray, John Edward (1800-1875). Zoologist. Elder brother of George Robert Gray. He joined the 
Zoological Department of the BM as an assistant in 1824 and was Keeper of the BM 1840-1874. 
Published several catalogues of museum collections. Subscriber to Strickland & Melville (1848) - he 
received two copies, although returned one (Rookmaaker 2010). 

Gray, George Robert (1808-1872). Zoologist, brother of John Edward Gray. G. R. Gray was head of 
the ornithological section of the BM. Subscriber to Strickland & Melville (1848) - he received two 
copies (Rookmaaker 2010). 

Greenway, James Cowan (1903-1989). American ornithologist. Wrote "Extinct and Vanishing Birds 
of the World" (Greenway 1967). 

Grew, Nehemiah (1641-1712). M.D. Comparative anatomist. Studied at Cambridge and Leiden. He 
succeeded Oldenburg as Secretary of the Royal Society in 1677. 

Griffiths, John (1806-1885). Keeper of the Archives at Oxford. Subscriber to Strickland & Melville 
(1848). Corresponded with Strickland (Rookmaaker 2010). 

Grimmaert, Philips. Ship's carpenter (or steersman) on the Zeelandt. 

Grimmelshausen, Hans Jakob Christoffels von (1621-1676). German author. 

Gronvold, Henrik (1858-1940). Danish bird illustrator. Worked at the BMNH as an artist. 

Groom-Napier, Charles Ottley (1839-1894). Avid collector of natural history specimens and nature 
writer who was opposed to evolution. He added the name Napier, his mother's maiden name, in 1865. 
In the 1 870s he gave himself the titles of Prince of Mantua and Montferrat with subsidiary titles as 
prince of Ferrera, Nevers, Rethel, and Alencon. He grew up in Sussex but later moved to London. He 
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had a museum at 18 Elgin Road, St. Peter's Park, London, W. (The International Scientists' Directory 
1882). 

Gulliver, George (1804-1882). Anatomist and physiologist. Hunterian professor of Comparative 
Anatomy and Physiology, 1861. 

Gunther, Louisa (Eleonora Louise Giinther) (1806-1899). She learned painting after her sixtieth year. 
Gundaker von Liechtenstein (1580-1658). Prince of Liechtenstein. Horseman. 

Gwinnell, Wintour Frederick (1846-1921). Of the Polytechnic College, Regent Street, London, was a 
geologist and palaeontologist. Gwinnell's fossil and mineral collection, including part of the Charles 
Ottley Groom collection, went, at least in part, to the Hunterian Museum, Glasgow. 

Hachisuka, Masauji (1903-1953). Japanese ornithologist. He died on 14* May 1953. 

Hagen, Steven van der (Van der Haghen). (1563-1624). Dutch admiral of the VOC. In 1599 he was 
part of a voyage that spent two months at Mauritius (Barnwell 1948). Van der Hagen had also 
previously visited Mauritius in 1606, where he met up with Matelief (Hamel 1848). 

Hamel, Iosif Khristianovich (1788-1861). Joseph von Hamel 1788-1862 (http://library.nhm.ac.uk/). 

Head, Richard (?1637-?1686). 

Hearne, Thomas (1678-1735). Of St. Edmund Hall, Oxford. He was appointed to a post at the 
Bodleian in 1701. On 22 nd July 1712 he became Keeper of the "Anatomy schoole, or Bodleian 
repository" and as such was allowed a key (Macray 1868). Hearne handed over the keys in February 
1712/13. In his Diary he wrote: "1715 Good Friday [15 th April]. The Anatomy School [...] all things 
were left in a bad condition" (Gunther 1925, p. 278). 

Heemskerk, Jacob van (1567-1607). Principal merchant of the fleet and one of the Breede Raad 
(Governing Council) of the expedition (Van Wissen 1995). He kept the logbook of the Gelderland 
(Den Hengst 2003). 

Heguerty, Pierre- Andre d'. Commandant on Reunion 1739-1743. Returned to France in 1746. Later 
president of the Societe Royale des Sciences, et Belles-Lettres de Nancy (Strickland 1849, Cheke 1987). 

Helms, Otto (1866-1942). Doctor and ornithologist (North-Coombes 1979). 

Hendrik, Frederik. Prince of Orange (1584-1647, Prince of Orange 1625-1647). He married Amalia 
von Solms in 1625, following the death of Maurits. 

Herbert, Thomas (1606-1682). Baronet, traveller, diplomat and courtier. Subsequent to his return 
from the East he became a close friend of Charles I. 

Hermitte, Jacques 1' (c. 15 82- 1624). 

Herring, Herbert George (1876-1951). Amateur photographer, who worked in a photographic studio 
in the BMNH, and later in the basement of the Whale Hall of the museum. 

Hessels, Jan Hendrick (1836-1926) (Jan Hendrik Hessels, John Henry Hessels). Assistant librarian, 
and from 1886 librarian, at Cambridge University. 

Heuglin, Martin Theodor von (1824-1876). German explorer and ornithologist. 

Higginson, Harry Pasley (1838-1900). Civil engineer. Arrived in Mauritius in 1862 to work on the 
third section of the Midland Line railway, which was completed on 19 th October 1865. He left 
Mauritius in October 1866 and went to India. He died in New Zealand. A stained-glass window in 
Wellington Cathedral, New Zealand, commemorating him also depicts a dodo.

Hoefnagel, Joris (George) (1542-1601). Joris rarely worked in oil, which is the medium of the dodo 
illustration (Hendrix 1997). Jakob (Jacob) Hoefnagel (1575-C.1630). Jakob Hoefnagel was named 
imperial Kammermaler on 7 th November 1602 (DaCosta Kaufmann 1988) and worked as a miniaturist 
in the royal menageries at Vienna (Jackson 1999). DaCosta Kaufmann (1988) stated that Jakob was the 
only miniaturist, apart from Froschl, whose style was different, working at the imperial court at the 
time (c.1610). DaCosta Kaufmann suggested that the payment to Jakob of 7,028 gulden, 20 groschen 
made on 2 nd September 1610 for works presented at court was for these two codices. Despite this, 
DaCosta Kaufmann stated that the attribution of the work to Jakob was still not entirely certain and, 
moreover, the payment was actually for other works (Vignau-Wilberg 1990). 

Hoffmann, Johann Christian (1651-1682). A German, in VOC service, 1671-1676 (Van Gelder 
1997). 

Holme, Randle (1627-1700), "of the City of Chester, Gentleman Sewer in Extraordinary to his late 
Majesty King Charles 2. And sometimes Deputy for the Kings of Arms" (Holme 1688, title page). 
Herald and painter. He printed books 1 and 2 and part of book 3 of "The Academy of Armory" at his 
house (Adolph 2004). 

Holsteyn, Pieter I (the Elder) (c. 1580-1662). Born in Schleswig. Early in life he went to Haarlem and 
lived there until his death in 1662. He was known for his representations of birds. 

Holsteyn, Pieter II (the Younger) (1614-1687). Dutch engraver and painter. Pupil of his father, Pieter I 
Holsteyn (the Elder; 1580-1662). Born and died at Haarlem, worked at Zwolle and Munster. (Jackson 
1999). The initials "PH" were probably used by both Holsteyn I and II (Plomp 1997). 

Hondecoeter, Gilles Claesz de (c. 1575-1638). Pupil of Roelandt Savery, who had much influence on 
him (Erasmus 1908, Den Hengst 2003). Gilles probably met Roelandt in Amsterdam, where the former 
has been active since 1610. Gijsbert Gillesz de Hondecoeter (1604-1653) was the son of Gilles. He 
lived in Amsterdam until he was admitted to the guild of painters of Sint Lucas in Utrecht in 1630, 
where he is also recorded in 1632. He was buried in Utrecht. He is known to have copied Roelandt 
Savery in some elements (Erasmus 1908). 

Hooper, Richard (1822-1893). Born in Ceylon. Curate of St. Stephen's Westminster 1849-1854. 
Collector of books, of which he presented many to the Bodleian. In a letter of 4 th May 1850 (D-164), 
Hooper wrote to Strickland enclosing an engraving depicting the Creation featuring a dodo-like bird 
(Rookmaaker2010). 

Hubert, Robert, "alias Forges, Gent, and sworn Servant to His Majesty". Erroneously given as 'Hugo' 
by Fuller (2002, p. 120) and as "alias Forbes" by Newton & Gadow (1896, p. 159). 

Huddesford, George (1699-1776). Keeper of the Ashmolean (1732-1755) and Vice-Chancellor of 
Oxford University (1753-1756). He resigned as Keeper in early 1755, less than three months after the 
8 th January convocation (Ovenell 1992). 

Huddesford, William (1732-1772). Keeper of the Ashmolean Museum, 1755-1772 (MacGregor 
1983). An accomplished curator. 

Hugo, Hubert Gerritsz (c.1618-c.1678). Former privateer in French service. In 1663 he rescued 
survivors from the shipwrecked Aernhem. He was Commander of Mauritius 1673-1677 and set up 
various building projects on the island. 

Hulsius, Levinus (Levin Hulsius) (1546-1606). Frankfurt publisher, printer and instrument maker. 
Published an account of the First voyage to the East Indies, in which is mentioned the importation of 
the cassowary to Holland in 1597. He also published editions of other voyages, including those of 
Bontekoe (1648). Several editions of Hulsius' work mentioning the dodo are known (1602, 1605, 1608, 
1615, 1648). Following the publication of a work by the brothers De Bry, Hulsius would usually bring 
out a German quarto edition of the same at the next semi-annual Frankfurt book fair (Van Groesen 
2008). In 1602 Hulsius moved to Frankfurt permanently. Following his death in 1606, his widow, 
Maria Ruting, and his sons, Friedrich, Esaias and Bartholomaeus, continued the publishing business 
(Van Groesen 2008). 
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Hutchinson, George Evelyn (1903-1991). Professor of Zoology at Yale University 1928-1971. 

Hyde, Thomas (1636-1703). Laudian Professor of Arabic. Held the Regius chair of Hebrew at the 
University of Oxford. 

Illiger, Johann Karl Wilhelm (1775-1813). 

Iwanow, Alexander Ivanovich (Ivanov) (1902-1987). Russian ornithologist. 

Jacobsz, Symon. Secretary and under merchant of the Gelderland, His tasks included "writing out fair 
copy" (Den Hengst 2003, p.83). He was almost certainly the author of the Gelderland journal (Moree 
2001). 

Jardine, William (1800-1874). FRSE. Ornithologist. Father-in-law of Hugh Strickland. Subscriber to 
Strickland & Melville (1848). 

Jenner, George. Police magistrate on Rodrigues from 14 th May 1862 to 13 th November 1871. Deputy 
Postmaster for Rodrigues. Probably born in England (Dupon 1969). 

Jolinck, Heijndrick Dirrecksen. Born about 1563. Steersman and navigator on the Vrieslandt and 
later the Amsterdam (Jolink 2006). He was probably the most experienced sailor of the fleet (Barnwell 
1948). The Journal was kept from 1 st May 1598 - 14 th August 1600. In 1601 he was mate of Harmansz' 
ship, Gelderland. 

Jonstonus, Joannes (John Johnstone) (1603-1675) Polish naturalist. He became MD at Leiden in 1632 
and settled there about 1634 for a time (Foote 2004). 

Kerckhooven, Simon van der. "Kranck-besoecker" or "Siecken-trooster" and assistant minister (Van 
den Kerckhooven 1663; Van Wissen 1995). He was also rescued by the Truroe in May 1662. He sent 
his account to the Netherlands from Batavia (Moree 1998). 

Kessel the Elder, Jan van (Johannes van Kessel) (1626-1679). Of Amsterdam. 

Keulemans, John Gerrard (1842-1912). Dutch professional bird artist. Worked in England. 
Keulemans knew Hermann Schlegel. 

Kidd, John (1775-1851). Regius professor of Medicine at Oxford. Christ Church College. Taught in a 
classroom below the Ashmolean Museum. Lecturer in comparative anatomy. 

Killermann, Sebastian (1870-1956). Professor of botany, zoology and anthropology at Regensburg. 

Kirtland, William Subcurator (Under-Keeper) of the Ashmolean Museum. 

Klinkenberg, Gijsbertus Johannes van (1768/1769-1841). Utrecht apothecary. Possessed a large 
collection of natural history specimens, books and artworks. 

Labourdonnais, Bertrand-Francois Mahe de (1699-1753). Also known as La Bourdonnais. 
Lacepede, Bernard Germain Etienne de la Ville, Comte de (1756-1825). 

Laerle, Joris Joostensz. Second mate and helmsman of the Zeelandt. He was from Enkhuizen. At a 
general council on 13* October it was decided that he should be transferred to the Gelderland to 
undertake "any duties that the Admiral may see fit to give him" because he was "incompetent in 
performing seafaring duties" (Den Hengst 2003, p.83; Grihault 2005b, p. 59). As a skilled artist and 
draughtsman he became ship's artist (Hume 2003, 2006). He would have accompanied the fleet to 
record topography and objects of scientific interest, and to make maps (Hume 2003). Other maps in the 
journals are signed by him and the plan of Black River Bay is in the same hand (Den Hengst 2003). 

Lafresnaye, Frederic Noel Armand Andre de (La Fresnaye) (1783-1841). French ornithologist. 
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Lambrecht, Kalman (1889-1936). Hungarian palaeontologist. 

Lamotius, Isaac Johannes (1646-17 18). 3 Scholar, artist and natural historian. Commander of 
Mauritius 1677-1692, succeding Hugo. He also acted as surgeon and preacher. Lamotius was instructed 
by the VOC to record the natural history of Mauritius (Hume et al. 2004) and he collected specimens of 
Mauritian fauna and flora (Selvon 2001). He also "traversed the island in all directions. Once he 
undertook a journey of twenty-one days to see how large it was in circumference" (Oliver 1891, p. 151). 
Francois Leguat (1708) remarked that "in the middle of the Country in a great Plain environ'd with 
Mountains, there is a Wood" (Oliver 1891, p.203). He stated that sometime prior to his visit to 
Mauritius Lamotius had entered this forest and became lost for four days. 

Lankester, Edwin Ray (1847-1929). Lankester ran the Grant Museum 1875-1891. He was then given 
the Linacre chair of Comparative Anatomy at Oxford in 1891 and then became Keeper of the 
Department of Zoology at the BMNH from 1898 to 1907. Lankester was forced to resign his position 
due to disagreements with the authorities of the BM (Bowler 2004). His successor, Sidney Frederic 
Harmer, was appointed Keeper in 1907 and was Director from 1919-1927 (Chalmers 2004). 

Latham, John (1740-1837). English ornithologist and artist. 

Latimer, Marjorie Eileen Doris Courtenay (1907-2004). Curator of the East London Museum until 
2004. She possessed a supposed egg of the dodo. 

Leguat, Francois (1638-1735). Of Bresse. Claimed descent from the Seigneur de la Fougere. After 
returning to Holland in June 1698 he went to England, where he might have become a friend of Hans 
Sloane (Grout 2004). He died in September 1735 in England (Staub 1973). "Rather bigoted and narrow 
minded; however he was a good observer of nature and able to record his observations with skill, 
elegance and accuracy" (North-Coombes 1971, p.28). Leguat was "a man of true refinement and much 
reading, that he possessed to a high degree the earnestness and piety which characterised the fervent 
Protestants of the time, and that, by his scientific disposition and imperturbable faith, as well as by his 
oppression and persecution of several kinds, together with his ripe age, he had obtained the 
unchangeable calmness of mind with which he felt so happy at Rodriguez that, had he not been 
compelled, he would have never left that resting-place" (Schlegel vide Oliver 1891, p.liv). 

Lehmann, Johann Georg Christian (1792-1860). German botanist. Studied medicine at Copenhagen 
and Gottingen. Lehmann, Martin Christian Gottlieb (1775-1856). German-Danish entomologist. 

Lesson, Rene-Primevere (1794-1849). French ornithologist. He visited Mauritius in 1824-1825. 

Lhwyd, Edward (1660-1709). Under-keeper (Musasi Procustos) of the Ashmolean Museum (under 
Robert Plot) 1684-1690, Keeper 1691-1709. 

Lijn, Cornelis van der (1608-1679). Governor- General of Batavia 19 th April 1645 to 26 th April 1650. 

Linnaeus, Carolus (Carl von Linne) (1707-1778). Swedish botanist and explorer. 

Linschoten, Jan Huygen van (1563-1611). Van Linschoten spent fourteen years travelling and lived 
in Goa from 1583 to 1589. He returned to Enkhuizen on 3 rd September 1591. It is known that Van 
Linschoten did bring back specimens for Paludanus' collection, and some specimens are mentioned in 
his text, including two birds of paradise: "I brought two of them with me, for Doctor Paludanus, which 
were male and female, which I gaue to him, for his chamber" (Van Linschoten 1598, p. 35). Van 
Linschoten consulted scientific works of the time, including those of Clusius (Schepelern 1981). 

Lorenz, Ritter von Liburnau, Ludwig (1856-1953). Austrian zoologist and parasitologist. He became 
Director of the zoological department of the K. K. Naturhistorisches Hofmuseum, Wien, in 1912 and 
Hofrat in 1920 (Hans-Martin Berg, pers. comm., 9 ,h November 2012).

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Lubach, Douwe (1815-1902). Lubach assisted in the establishment of the periodical Album der 
Natuur. Librarian of Teyler's Stichting 1860-1868. 

Liittschwager, Johannes. Oberstudienrat at the Zoologisches Institut der Universitat Heidelberg. 

Lyall, Robert Co-founder in 1829, along with Telfair and Bojer, of the Societe de'Histoire Naturelle 
de Tile Maurice (Oliver 1891). 

Mandelslo, Johann Albrecht von (John Albert de Mandelslo) (1616-1644). German traveller and 
friend of Olearius. He wrote about the Mughal empire and visited Surat in 1638. 

Mansur (/?. 1600-1625). Court painter to Jahangir, approx. 1615-1627 (Den Hengst 2003). He was one 
of eight artists employed by Jahangir to paint animals and plants, and was known as Ustdd ('Master') 
Mansur and "Nadir u'l 'Asr ("Unequalled of the Age"; Verma 1999). He painted animals presented to 
Jahangir as well as those in his imperial gardens, from life with great accuracy. It is possible, although 
unproven, that he served Shah Jahan after Jahangir's death in October 1627 (Verma 1999). 

Marcellin, Jean Baptiste Genevieve (1778-1846), baron Bory de Saint- Vincent, botanist. He visited 
Reunion in 1801, staying from 12 th August to 5 th December. 

Marshall, John (1641/2-1677). 

Marshall, William (fl. 1617-1649). Engraver, who was "the most prolific of his profession during the 
reign of Charles I" (Griffiths 2004, p. 879). 

Martin, Rudolf (1864-1925). 

Matelief de Jonge, Cornelis (Matelieff de Jonge) (1569-1632). Dutch admiral. 

Matham, Adriaen (c.l599 4 -1660). Engraver. He was at Haarlem 1624-1627 and was at The Hague in 
1646 and a member of the Guild of St. Lucas. He is known to have copied Van der Venne on occasion. 

Mauduyt de la Varenne, Pierre Jean Etienne (c.1732-1792). French naturalist and doctor. 

Maurits van Nassau (1567-1625). Prince of Orange (1618-1625). 

Meade-Waldo, Edmund Gustavus Bloomfield (1855-1934). English ornithologist who was educated 
at Cambridge University. 

Melville, Alexander Gordon (1819-1901). M.D, Edin, M.R.C.S. Co-author of "The Dodo and its 
Kindred" (1848) with Hugh Edwin Strickland. Melville (1848) stated: "My testimony, hence, is that 
only of an impartial observer with no hypothesis to defend, and who claims no share in the merit due to 
those who have succeeded in restoring the Dodo to its proper rank" (p. 70). Melville had previously 
studied at the Edinburgh school of comparative anatomy. He was assisting Henry Wentworth Acland at 
the time when Strickland contacted him as to contributing to the work that was to form "The Dodo and 
its Kindred". He later became Professor of Zoology at Queen's College, Galway (Jardine 1858). 

Millies, Hendrik Christian. Professor of Eastern languages at the University of Utrecht. 

Milne-Edwards, Alphonse (1835-1900). Milne-Edwards visited Oxford for the 1847 meeting of the 
BAAS and, in a letter to Strickland (28 th June 1847; D-083), stated that he hoped to be present at the 
lecture on the dodo that evening (Rookmaaker 2010). In 1865 he became professor of zoology at the 
Paris School of Pharmacy, and in 1876 he was appointed professor of mammalogy and ornithology at 
the Museum d'Histoire Naturelle, Paris. He became director of the Museum d'Histoire Naturelle in 
1891. He studied the fauna of the Mascarene Islands, including the dodo, studying the bones of that 
bird bought in London. He published his findings and compiled them in a book, "Recherches sur la 
faune ornithologique eteinte des lies Mascareignes et de Madagascar" (Paris 1866-73).

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Misson, Francis (Francois) Maximilien (c. 1650-1722). French writer and traveller. Fled France 
following the revocation of the Edict of Nantes and went to Britain. Leguat's was the last book he 
worked on. 

Mobius, Karl August (1825-1908). He became Professor of Zoology at Kiel in 1868 and helped create 
the Zoological Museum. In 1874 and 1875 he went on an expedition to Mauritius and the 
Seychelles. 

Moehring, Paul Heinrich Gerhard (1710-1792). East Frisian ornithologist. 

Moreau, Reginald Ernest (1897-1970). Ornithologist, worked at the Edward Grey Institute, Oxford 
1947-1966. 

Morisot, Claude. Of Dijon. Originally a lawyer, but became a writer (North-Coombes 1979). Cauche 
wrote that Morisot had "charitably received me in his house in Dijon, & learned from me my voyage", 
which the latter put into writing (Cauche 1651, preface). 

Morris, James. Teacher and vice-president of the RSASM (Barnwell and Bechet 1943 vide Hume et 
al. 2009). 

Mortensen, Ole Theodor Jensen (1868-1952). Danish professor of zoology and echinoderm 
specialist.. Head of the Invertebrate Division at the University of Copenhagen 1919-1933 (North- 
Coombes 1979). 

Moseley, Henry Nottidge (1844-1891) FRS. English naturalist. 

Miiller, Philipp Ludwig Statius (1725-1776). German zoologist. Compiled a German translation of 
Linnaeus' "Systema Naturae". 

Mundy, Peter (c. 1596- 1667 or after), traveller and diarist. In 1627 he joined the East India Company 
and set out for Surat, where he was employed as a writer in the company's offices. Following this he 
went to Agra and later, at the end of his contract in 1634, returned to England. From 1647 to 1655 he 
assembled his notes into a chronological, illustrated manuscript. After another voyage to India he 
retired to London in 1658 (Raiswell 2004). 

Neck, Jacob Cornelisz van (1564-1638). 

Neville, Henry (1620-1694). English satirist. He wrote "The Isle of Pines" (1668). 
Newman, Edward (1801-1876). Naturalist. 

Newton, Alfred (1829-1907). FRS, VPZS. Ornithologist. Professor of Zoology and Comparative 
Anatomy at Cambridge 1866-1907. He was interested in extinct species such as the great auk and dodo 
and created a large archive on the dodo. Wollaston (1921) stated that "His article on the Dodo in the 
'Dictionary of Birds' may be cited as an illustration of the learning and exhaustive critiscism with 
which he could discuss a matter that strongly appealed to him" (pp. 52-53). Newton followed Darwin's 
ideas on evolution by means of natural selection. Brother of Edward Newton (see below). 

Newton, Edward (1832-1897). FLS, CMZS. Brother of Alfred Newton (see above). He was posted to 
Mauritius 1859-1877 and became Colonial Secretary. He assisted Clark in searching for bones 
(Grihault 2006). Member of the RSASM (North-Coombes 1971). 

Nieremberg, Juan Eusebio (Ioannes Eusebius Nierembergius; given erroneously as Meremberg by 
Cuvier 1830) (1595-1658). Spanish Jesuit. Lecturer in physiology and Professor of Natural History at 
the Academia Regia, Madrid. 

Nieuhof, Johan (Joan Nieuhoff) (1618-1672). From 1640 he was in the service of the Dutch West- 
Indian Company and also travelled to the East Indies. He was in Batavia in 1653 and 1658 and only 
returned to the Netherlands twice, in 1658 and 1671. 
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Nodder, Frederick Polydore {ft. 1773-1800). 

Olearius, Adam (Olschlager) (1603-1671). German scholar, antiquarian, bookseller, writer. Appointed 
librarian to and keeper of the Kunstkammer of Duke Frederick III in 1649 (Gundestrup 2001). He also 
edited Evertsz's and Von Mandelslo's accounts. 

Ottow, Richard Benno (1884-1975). Worked at the Vertebrate Department of the Naturhistorischen 
Reichsmuseums, Stockholm (Head: Hialmar Rendahl). 

Oudemans, Anthonie (Antoon) Cornelis, Jzn (1858-1943). Dutch zoologist, specializing in 
acarology. Became director of the Royal Zoological Gardens at The Hague in 1885. He also wrote a 
work on sea serpents (1892). He died on 14 th January 1943 in Arnhem. 

Owen, Richard (1804-1892). FRS, FZS. Comparative anatomist. Conservator of the Royal College of 
Surgeons Museum 1842-1856. Visited Cuvier in Paris in July 1831. Superintendent of Natural History 
at the BM 1856-1881. Founder of the Natural History Museum, London. He opposed Charles Darwin's 
theory on the origin of species by natural selection. Owen thought that living things had been created as 
archetypes. These could change by secondary processes, such as adaptive selection and degeneration, 
but that each type had nonetheless been individually created. This was in contradiction to Darwin's 
work, which indicated that all species had originated from a single source. Owen was introduced to 
Vincent Ryan, Bishop of Mauritius, by Angela Georgina Burdett-Coutts in 1 863 when Ryan was in 
England. 

Paludanus, Bernardus (Barent ten Broecke; Van der Broecke) (1550-1633). Town physician of 
Enkhuizen, whose cabinet of rarities was of great renown, and drew in visitors from all over Europe. 
He corresponded with several scientists of the time, including Clusius. 

Parkin, Thomas (1845-1932). FLS, FZS. President of the Hastings & St. Leonards Natural History 
Society (elected 1906). Lived at Fairseat, High Wickham, Hastings. Alfred Newton, Walter Rothschild 
and P. L. Sclater were honorary members of the Society. Parkin was a member of the British 
Ornithologists' Union (elected 1880). 

Pauwius, Petrus (Pieter Paauw) (1564-1617). Primary professor of medicine ('Physick'), "Doctor 
Medicinae, Anatomicus & Botanicus Professor" at the University of Leiden from 1589 to 1617. 
Collector of natural rarities. He also founded the anatomical collection of the Leiden anatomy theatre. 

Peale, Titian Ramsey (1799-1885). 

Peters, James Lee (1889-1952). American ornithologist. Curator of Birds at the Museum of 
Comparative Zoology, Harvard University. 

Phillips, John (1800-1874) FRS. English geologist. Keeper of the Ashmolean 1857-1874. Important 
figure in the establishment of the Oxford University Museum. Subscriber to Strickland & Melville 
(1848). 

Pies, Willem (Gulielmus Piso) (1611-1678). Dutch botanist and natural scientist. Physician to the 
Dutch settlement in Brazil 1633-1644. 

Pingre, Abbe Alexandre-Guy (171 1-1796). French astronomer and mathematician. 

Pointer, John (1668-1754) Chaplain of Merton College, Oxford. Bequeathed his own collection of 
natural and artificial rarities to St. John's College, Oxford, which also possessed a large collection 
(Gunther 1925, Davies & Hull 1976). 

Porret, Christiaen (1554-1627). Apothecary who lived and worked in Leiden. He accumulated a large 
collection of naturalia. He also showed Clusius a lizard in 1604 (Clusius 1605, p. 374). His collection 
also contained "149 An Indian Raven, or Parrot, made of feathers" ["149 Een Indiaensche Rave/ oft 
Papegaey/ van veiren gemaect"]. 

Pretre, Jean-Gabriel (1800-1840) French zoological artist. 
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Puvigne, Vincent Francois Martenne de (71718-1791). Commander of Rodrigues island (1751-1758, 
1759-1763). He was mainly in charge of the collection of the tortoises (Hoarau & Janicon 1992). 

Quekett, John Thomas (1815-1861). English histologist and microscopist. He became Assistant 
Curator of the Hunterian Museum in 1843, under Richard Owen, and Curator in 1856. His MS. diaries 
date from 1840-1848. 

Quoy, Jean Rene Constant (1790-1869). French zoologist, corresponding member of the Academie 
des Sciences, travelled onZ 'Astrolabe 1826-1829. Friend of Mien Desjardins. 

Ravesteyn, Dirk de Quade van (Dieterich Raffenstein) (c.1565-c.1620). Dutch painter who worked at 
the imperial court at Prague from 1589 to at least 1608, after which he probably returned to the 
Netherlands (DaCosta Kaufmann 1988, Hendrix 1997). 

Ray, John (1627-1705), FRS. Naturalist. After the death of Willughby he was provided with an 
annuity of £60 and decided to publish the former's ornithological work. He lived at Middleton for three 
and a half years, working on Willughby' s texts (Mandelbrote 2004). 

Reaumur, Rene Antoine Ferchault de (1683-1757). French scientist who contributed to many 
subjects. 

Reinhardt, Johannes Theodore (1816-1882). Danish zoologist. Assistant at the zoological division of 
the Royal Museum of Denmark (Lehmann 1845). His first publication was that describing the 
Copenhagen dodo head (Reinhardt 1843) in the Naturhistorisk Tidsskrift, He went on a round the world 
voyage on the Galathea from 25 th June 1845 to 24 th August 1847. 

Melville wrote to Strickland (2 nd March 1848; D-236) that he had delayed the MS because Strickland 
would have learned from his letter that Reinhardt was in England and that the latter had wanted to 
publish on the dodo until he discovered that Strickland and Melville were planning to. He added that it 
was up to Strickland to include Reinhardt' s ideas, should he feel it right, and that he wished to learn of 
Strickland's opinion before continuing (Rookmaaker 2010). 

Melville sent a statement of Reinhardt' s opinions to Strickland (8 th March 1848; D-20) and noted that 
the latter had offered to send a sketch of the interior of the skull when he returned to Copenhagen 
(Rookmaaker 2010). 

Renshaw, Graham. Lecturer in Zoology, Extramural Department, University of Manchester. Lived at 
Sale Bridge House, Sale, Cheshire. Wrote a short article on the White dodo (Renshaw 1938). 

Richardson, John (1787-1865). Scottish surgeon and naturalist. Physician at the Haslar Naval 
Hospital, Gosport. 

Ritgen, Ferdinand August Maria Franz von (1787-1867). German obstetrician 

Rolleston, George (1829-1881), FRS. English zoologist and physician. Linacre Professor of Anatomy 
and Physiology at the University of Oxford 1860-1881. Sent photos of the dodo and a letter explaining 
them to Nicholas Waterhouse (10 th April 1867; Sotheby's Catalogue, 14 th March 1973). 

Rothschild, Lionel Walter (1868-1937). Naturalist and collector. Second Baron Rothschild. 

Roussin, Louis Antoine (1819-1894). Arrived in Reunion in 1842. He opened a printing works and 
published Album de la Reunion. 

Rowell, George Augustus (1804-1892). He had a position at the Ashmolean and from 1860 was 
assistant at the University Museum from 1860. 

Rowley, George Dawson. (1821-1878). Lived in Brighton. Companion of John Wolley at Cambridge 
University. Editor of Ornithological Miscellany, which was illustrated by Keulemans. He wrote about 
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the dodo between 1876 and 1878 (Hachisuka 1937). Collected many bird specimens. Also collected 
material relating to the great auk (see Anon. 1934, Jourdain 1935). 

Rudolf II (1552-1612). Habsburg Emperor. Rudolf had an interest in many sciences, including 
zoology (Findlen 1997). He was a great collector, patron of arts and sciences. 

Ruthart, Carl Borromaus Andreas (c.l630-post 1703). German painter of animals. He was a pupil of 
Frans Snyders and moved around Europe between 1659 and 1672, painting at places including 
Antwerp (Jackson 1999). He was master of the Antwerp Guild 1663-1664. In 1665 and 1667 he was in 
Vienna (Ebert 1963). When he painted the dodo he was in Vienna and Ratisbona working for the 
Prince of Liechtenstein (Valledor de Lozoya 2006). 

Ryan, Vincent William (1816-1888). Bishop of Mauritius. A friend of Nicholas Waterhouse of 
Liverpool. He was responsible for sending bones of the dodo back to England. 

Saeghman, Gillis Joosten. Amsterdam book printer and book salesman. He also published several 
other journals, including those of Van Spilbergen (1663), Van Neck (1663-1665?) and Stokram (n.d.). 
Described himself as "Ordinary printer of the journals of the sea and the land-voyages" (Bontekoe 
1663, title page). 

Saftleven, Cornelis (1607-1681). Dutch painter and etcher. (Jackson 1999). He travelled to Antwerp in 
1632 and then to Utrecht, finally settling in Rotterdam (Grihault 2005b). Saftleven painted many heads 
of animals (Frederik Schmidt Degener vide Oudemans 1917b). 

Saint-Hilaire, Etienne Geoffroy (1772-1844). French naturalist. Professor at the National Natural 
History Museum. Corresponded with Cuvier. Member of the Academy of Sciences in September 1807. 

Salvadori Paleotti, Adelaro Tommaso (1835-1923). Vice-Director, Museum of Zoology, University 
of Turin 1879-1923. Spent 1890, 1891 at the BM. 

Sauzier, Theodore (1829-1904). Naturalist and scholar. Born in Reunion, educated in Paris and lived 
in Mauritius. On returning to Mauritius in 1888 or 1889, he was named president of the "Comite des 
Souvenirs historiques" at the time when he was conducting his searches (Carie 1930). He collected 
books on the Mascarene Islands, especially on their natural history. This allowed him to conduct 
searches for fossil remains on the island. He retired to France and died in Paris, bequeathing the 
majority of his collection to the Port Louis Museum (Vinson 1968). 

Savery, Hans II (Jan, Iohannes Savery) (1597-1654). Flemish painter and engraver. Nephew of 
Roelandt Savery, and also his pupil. He worked mainly in Amsterdam prior to travelling to Prague 
between 1610 and 1615 to join Roelandt as the latter's assistant. In 1619 he followed Roelandt to 
Utrecht. He inherited all Roelandt' s paintings and "drawings associated with the art of painting" after 
the latter's death (Den Hengst 2003). He was stronlgy influenced by Roelandt and their styles can be 
difficult to distinguish. 

Savery, Roelandt (1576-1639). Flemish painter. Son of Jakob Savery the Elder; instructed by his 
brother, Jakob Savery the Younger. He arrived in Prague in 1 604 and worked for Rudolf II. After 
Rudolfs death in 1612 he worked for his successor, Matthias. In 1613 Savery visited Amsterdam and 
in 1614 he went to Vienna to work for Matthias. He also worked in Prague, Munich and Salzburg. He 
is recorded with his nephew Salomon Savery in Amsterdam in January 1616 and was in Haarlem in 
1617. In 1619 he went to live in Utrecht, where he apparently only worked in the mornings and also 
spent much time with his nephew Hans (Erasmus 1908). In Utrecht he was a member of the Sint Lucas 
guild. He had a mental disorder later in life and died in Utrecht in 1639. One of his pupils was Gillis de 
Hondecoeter. 

Savery, Salomon (1594-1665 [or after February 1678: Mullenmeister 1985]). Nephew of Roelandt 
Savery and son of Jacob I Savery. Dutch painter, engraver and etcher. He worked and died at 
Amsterdam (Jackson 1999). Salomon Savery made a series of engravings entitled "Warande der 
Beesten" (Park of the Beasts), marked S Savry exc (Oudemans 1917b). 
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Schlegel, Hermann (1804-1884). FMZS. German ornithologist. He became Director of the National 
Museum of the Netherlands, Leiden, on the death of Coenraad Jacob Temminck. Wrote several papers 
on the extinct birds of the Mascarenes. 

Schoumann, Aert (1710-1792). Dutch bird painter. Born in Dordrecht, lived and died in The Hague. 

Sclater, Philip Lutley (1829-1913), FRS. Studied at Oxford, where Strickland tutored him in 
ornithology. Secretary of the ZSL 1859-1903. Subscriber to Strickland & Melville (1848). 

Scouler, John (1804-71). Naturalist, curator of the Andersonian Museum, 1831-1834. Professor of 
Botany. Subscriber to Strickland & Melville (1848). Scouler mentioned to Strickland (letter of 27 th 
September 1847; D-143) that the bones in the Natural History Museum of Dublin were sent to Sir N. 
Hooker by the late M. Trefair and that when Hooker gave them to him he had separated and named all 
the bones. He considered the tarsometatarsus to be from a gallinaceous bird (Rookmaaker 2010). 

Secundus, Gaius Plinius. A pseudonym. The author's real identity is unknown; he only gave the 
initials "T.v.B." (1769) or T. V. D. (71644, 1744, 1750, 1776). 

Selys Longchamps, Michel Edmond de (1813-1900). Belgian ornithologist. Subscriber to Strickland 
& Melville (1848). He wrote to Strickland (12 th June 1848; F-409) that he planned to visit Oxford and 
to hear the discussion of Strickland's book on the dodo (Rookmaaker 2010). 

Servaas van Rooijen, Abraham Jacobus (1839-1925). Dutch editor and archivist at The Hague. He 
became 1884 municipality archivist and director of the municipal museum in 1884. 

Seyffer, Otto Ernst Julius (1823-1890). Born and died in Stuttgart. Scientist and art collector. He died 
on 15 ,h April 1890. 

Shaw, George (1751-1813). Of Magdalen Hall. Natural historian. In 1791 he became assistant keeper 
of the BM, and Keeper in 1807. 

Slater, Henry Horrocks (1851-1934). F.Z.S. Botanist. Gained a scholarship at St. Catherine's 
College, Cambridge in 1870 and graduated in Natural Sciences in 1873. Member of the 1874 Transit of 
Venus Expedition. He was elected Fellow of the ZSL in 1877 and was also a member of the British 
Ornithologists' Union. (See Parish 2013, pp.245-247, 248, 251, 366, 367 368, 380n80) for further 
details). See also Transcriptions. 

Sloane, Hans (1660-1753). Moved to London in 1679 and took his doctorate at the University of 
Orange in the Netherlands. He gathered an immense collection of naturalia, which he bequeathed to 
the nation, forming the core of the BM collections. Sloane was Edwards' friend and patron (Mason 
1992). 

Smit, Joseph (1836-1929). Dutch zoological illustrator. 

Soeteboom, Hendrik Jacobsz (1616-1678). History writer, engraver, bookseller, cloth merchant and 
poet at Zaandam. 

Stanley, Walmsley (c. 183 1-1907). Civil engineer. Chief Resident Engineer, Mauritius Railways. 
Appointed in 1861. 

Steenstrup, Johannes Japetus Smith (1813-1897). Danish zoologist. Professor of zoology and 
director of the Zoology Museum of the University of Copenhagen 1846-1885. Foreign member of the 
Royal Society of London 1863. 

Stevens Auction Rooms. Natural history auctioneers. Founded in 1831, closed in the 1940s. The 
company changed its name in 1834 to J.C. Stevens. John Crace Stevens (d. 1 859). John's brother, 
Samuel Stevens (1817-1899) ran the Auction Rooms after the death of the former, the business in King 
Street keeping the name J. C. Stevens. John's son, Henry Stevens (1843-1925) took over the business 
later on. 
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Stokram, Andries. Able seaman (Moree 1998). 

Stone, John Benjamin (1838-1914). Photographer. Photographed the BMNH dodo specimens in July 
1907 (NHMUK Archives PH/128/7). 

Storer, Robert Winthrop (1914-2008). American ornithologist. Curator of Birds, University of 
Michigan Museum of Zoology 1956-1985. 

Stresemann, Erwin (1889-1972). German naturalist and ornithologist. Curator of the Ornithology 
Department at the Museum fur Naturkunde, Berlin, from 1921. 

Strickland, Hugh Edwin (1811-1853). FGS, FLS, FRGS, FRS. Pupil of Buckland. Former pupil of 
John Kidd (Ovenell 1992). He was based at Oriel College, Oxford, where he studied geology. He 
attended the anatomical lectures of John Kidd and the geological lectures of William Buckland. 
Strickland was Deputy Reader of Geology in Oxford for three years (Ovenell 1992). He was chairman 
of Section D (Zoology and Botany) at the June 1 847 meeting of the BAAS in Oxford. See Rookmaaker 
(2010) for further details. 

Strobaeus, Bilibaldus (Wilibald Strobaeus Silesius). Translator from Silesia. 

Stumpf, Johannes (1862-1936). German engineer. Professor at the Technischen Hochschule, Berlin 
1896-1930. 

Swainson, William John (1789-1855). FRS. English ornithologist and artist. Proponent of the 
Quinarian system of classification, whereby taxa are grouped into five subgroups. The groups of five 
were later arranged in circles, with taxa closer together having greater affinities. 

Telfair, Charles (1778-1833). CMZS, military surgeon and naturalist. He accompanied Robert 
Farquhar to Rodrigues when the British first occupied the island (North-Coombes 1979). In 1811 he 
worked in the colonial service in Mauritius. Co-founder in 1829, along with Desjardins, Bojer, Bouton 
and others, of the Societe de'Histoire Naturelle de Vile Maurice (Cheke 2003). Donated his natural 
history specimens to the ZSL. In 1 825 he requested information on the existence of the dodo and wrote 
an article published in the Gazette of Mauritius on 17" 1 December 1825. He was also interested in the 
solitaire (Michel 1935). 

Temminck, Coenraad-Jacob (1770-1858). Dutch scientist. 

Tiele, Pieter Anton (1834-1880). He became conservator of the Leiden library in 1866. 
Thevenot, Melchisedech. Librarian to Louis XIV. 

Thirioux, Louis Etienne (1846-1917) Hairdresser and amateur naturalist. Born in France, died in Port 
Mathurin, Rodrigues, 11 th June 1917, age 71. He arrived at Mauritius and became a hairdresser at 
Brangeon, Port Louis in about 1870. He lived at no. 24, Rue de l'Eglise, Port Louis. On Sundays and in 
his other free time he collected terrestrial shells and read scientific books. He spoke with many people 
about his finds, including his customers. He collected numerous specimens, which he classified, 
distributed and compared, "avec une minutie et une patience extraordinaires." Many of these he 
forwarded to naturalists and collectors who sent them to Europe. He identified even fragmentary bones 
with the aid of a handbook of osteology. In Rodrigues, where his son lived, he continued his research 
(Halais 1942; Grihault, 2005). He was there in the early 1900s and wrote to Mauritius from Rodrigues 
in 1915-16 (Cheke & Hume 2008). 

Thompson, John Vaughan (1779-1847) English zoologist. He was on Madagascar and Mauritius 
1812-1816 and investigated the extinct birds of the latter. His findings were published in 1829. 

Tradescant senior, John (c.1570-1638). English horticulturalist. Worked for the Duke of Buckingham 
and later Charles I. In 1625 Tradescant wrote that Buckingham wanted him to "deal with all merchants 
from all places, but especially from [...] the East Indies, for all manner of rare beasts, fowls and birds" 
(quoted in Gunther 1925, p.282). Tradescant also travelled to the Low Countries and Flanders for 
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Buckingham. John Tradescant junior (1608-1662). Naturalist and gardener to Charles I and Charles 

n. 

Trevelyan, Walter Calverley (1797-1879). Naturalist. Subscriber to Strickland & Melville (1848). 
Trevelyan wrote to Strickland (3 rd October 1846; E-1473) that he would forward Cunningham's 
remarks regarding the dodo, now having the address (Rookmaaker 2010). 

Trevelyan forwarded a letter to Strickland, dated 16 th November 1847 (D-098), stating that W. 
Cunninghame [sic] would endeavour to do all he could to discover bones of the dodo in Mauritius. L. 
Benton, writing from Port Louis, informed Strickland (31 st March 1848; D-l 18) that the latter's missive 
had been communicated to the Society by Cunninghame. Benton also mentioned that he would acquire 
and send any bones of the dodo which formerly inhabited Bourbon, Mauritius and Rodrigues 
(Rookmaaker 2010). Cunninghame also sent Strickland, via Trevelyan, extracts from the archives of 
the Mauritian Society concerning the 1786 find of solitaire bones (Strickland 1848). 

Trevelyan informed Strickland (6 th March 1 849; D-099) that Cunninghame had arrived in London and 
had brought all the bones belonging to the Mauritius Museum for Strickland to examine. He also 
requested that his copy of Strickland & Melville (1848) be sent to "The Athenaeum" and remarked that 
he had seen Strickland's note on a second dodo in Oxford (presumably Strickland 1849a). He later (8 th 
March 1849; D-100) added that Cunninghame's London address was 46 Brompton Row, Brompton 
(Rookmaaker 2010). 

Tristram, Henry Baker (1822-1906). English ornithologist. Vicar of Greatham 1860-1873, Canon of 
Durham 1873-1906. His collection of birds went to the Free Public Museums of Liverpool (Report of 
the Committee of the Free Public Museums of Liverpool 1896; Slater 1909). 

Underwood, Thomas Richard (1765-1835). Watercolour artist, Fellow of the Linnean Society, and 
member of the Societe Histoire Naturelle de Paris, He lived in Paris 1830-1835. 

Valmont de Bomare, Jacques Christophe (1731-1807) French naturalist and traveller. Professor of 
natural history at the Ecole Centrale de Paris. Compiled the Dictionnaire raisonne universel d 'histoire 
naturelle. 

Vandorous, William. A Native American sailor who stayed on Rodrigues from around 1875 until at 
least the 1890s (Hume et al. 2014) . He was the made several voyages to Mauritius in small boats. 

Venne, Adriaen Pietersz van der (1589-1662). He learned Latin at Leiden and trained as an artist in 
Antwerp. Scholar of Jerome van Diest. In 1625 he was at the Guild of St. Lucas in The Hague and in 
1631 he became hooftman. He lived in The Hague until his death. Some of his works were bought by 
the Prince of Orange. 

Verheyen, Rene. Wrote on the osteology of the Columbiformes, including the dodo and solitaire 
(Verheyen 1960). 

Verhoeven, Pieter Willem (or Verhuffen). Verhoeven was with Van Neck on the latter's voyage 
(Wendtl956). 

Verken, Johann (Johan, Johannes Verken) (d. after 1616). A soldier, and later captain, from Leipzig. 
He was with the VOC from 1607-1612 (Van Gelder 1997). Officer and journalist for Verhoeven 
(Strickland 1848). 

Verstegen, Willem (c.1612-1659). VOC merchant, opperhooft of the factory at Deshima (Dejima), 
Japan, from 28 th October 1 646 to 1 0 th October 1 647. 

Vigors, Nicholas Aylward (1785-1840). 

Vrolik, Willem (1801-1863). Amsterdam anatomist. The Vrolik collection, assembled by Vrolik and 
his father, was known as the "Museum Vrolikianum" and contained human and animal anatomical 
specimens and plaster casts. 
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Wagler, Johann Georg (1800-1832). Director of the Zoological Museum of the University of 
Monaco. Lorenz Oken was one of his students. 

Walther the Elder, Johann Jakob (Walter) (1604-1677). Walther was born in Strasburg and was a 
miniature painter in Vienna (Killermann 1915; Grote 1994). 

Ward, Rowland (1848-1912). British taxidermist. He founded the taxidermy firm Rowland Ward Ltd. 
of Piccadilly, London, which created reconstructions of the dodo. The firm was located at "The 
Jungle", 166 Piccadilly, London, C. (The Naturalists' Directory 1905) and later 167 Piccadilly (The 
Naturalist's Directory 1914). 

Warwijck, Wybrand van (Wybrant van Warwijck) (1566-1615). He visited Mauritius again in 1606 
(Barnwell 1948). 

Wassenaer, Nicolaus van. "Nicolaus a Wassenaer, Amsterdammer Medicyn." 
Weitsch, Friedrich Georg (1758-1828). Artist. 

Wendel, Abraham Jacobus (1826-1915). Leiden lithographer. Illustrated Fiirbringer's (1888) plates. 

Werner, Carl Friedrich Heinrich (1808-1894). German draughtsman and watercolour illustrator. He 
travelled to England several times. 

West, Tuffen (1824-1891). Draughtsman. Illustrator of zoological monographs (Rookmaaker 2010). 

West-Zanen, Willem Pietersz van. He had visited Mauritius previously in 1598 with Van Warwijck 
and Van Heemskerk, as ship's carpenter, and was also in Houtman's expedition of 1595, which 
brought back the cassowary (Hamel 1848). 

White, Taylor (c.1705-c.1782) of Wallingwells, Nottinghamshire. Lived in London for a time (Wood 
1927). 

Wicquefort, Abraham de (d. 1682), Dutch diplomat who also translated Mandelslo's account. 

Wiegmann, Arend Friedrich August (1802-1841). German zoologist. Professor at Humboldt 
University. Co-founder, in 1835, of Archiv fur Naturgeschichte, "Wiegmann's Archive". 

Willigen, Adriaan van der (1862-1940). Doctor. Son of Adriaan van der Willigen, Pz. and sister of 
Christina Abigael van der Willigen. 

Willigen, Adriaan van der, Pz. (1810-1876). Art historian, art collector and doctor. He researched the 
Haarlem St. Lucas Guild. He sold his art collection in the last years of his life. He was a nephew of 
Adriaan van der Willigen, who left him an art collection and library which he expanded. 

Willigen, Christina Abigael van der (1850-1931). Artist. Born in Haarlem and died in Laren (Noord- 
Holland). She settled in Laren in 1906. 

Willigen, Volkert Simon Maarten van der (1822-1878). Dutch mathematician and physicist. From 
1857 he was a member of the Koninklijke Academie van Wetenschappen. From 1864-1878 he was a 
member of the Gemeenteraad van Haarlem. Director of the Physisch kabinet of Teyler's Tweede 
Genootschap. 

Willughby, Francis (1635-1672). English ornithologist. Member of the Royal Society. Pupil, friend, 
patron and co-worker with John Ray. In 1660 he visited Oxford to examine reference works for the 
Ornithologice, presumably including Clusius (1605) and Bontius (1658). Willughby died on 3 rd July 
1672 at his home at Middleton Hall, Warwickshire. Willughby and Ray were "the first of the moderns 
to recognize the principles by which the natural affinities of animals should be determined; and to see 
that a thorough reform in the classification of the vegetable and animal kingdoms had become 
necessary" (Gunther 1925, p. 168). 
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Wissen, Ben van (1944-1996). Head of exhibitions at the Zoologisch Museum Amsterdam. 

Withoos, Pieter (1654-1693). Dutch watercolour painter of birds. Born in Amersfoort, Holland and 
died in Amsterdam (Warr 1996). He excelled in painting plants, flowers and insects in watercolour on 
vellum. 

Wolley, John (1824-1859). English oologist and ornithologist. Not later than 1846, Wolley began to 
collect information on the dodo and solitaire. Alfred Newton received Wolley' s book- tickets from the 
BM library, one of which, dated 12 th November 1846, was for the French edition of Leguat's work. 
Wolley also found the mention of the dodo in Benjamin Harry's MS. and transcribed Verken's account 
(De Bry & De Bry 1 6 1 3 : Wolley & Newton 1 905- 1 907). 

Wolley was, at the time, unaware of Strickland's interest in the dodo, but by the end of 1847 Wolley 
had knowledge of Strickland and Melville's forthcoming work. Wolley had amassed a large collection 
of notes, but on seeing the announcement of the impending publication of Strickland and Melville's 
book he wrote to William Yarrell, a friend of both Wolley and Strickland, on 6 th December 1847 to 
offer the results of his research to Strickland. Wolley and Strickland subsequently corresponded (see 
Rookmaaker 2010). Strickland (1848) wrote: "[for] many [...] valuable suggestions, I am indebted to J. 
Wolley, Esq. of Edinburgh, who has taken much interest in the history of the Dodo, and has liberally 
communicated the results of his researches" (p. 26). Wolley first met Strickland in person on a visit to 
the Bass Rock, Isle of May and Inch Keith with members of the BAAS, in the first week of August 
1850, on which occasion Strickland remarked that "the young Solan Geese were very like Dodos" 
(Wolley ex Wolley & Newton 1905-1907, p. 454). In addition to the dodo and solitaire, Wolley also 
collected material relating to the great auk. Subscriber to Strickland & Melville (1848). 

On Wolley' s death his books and papers relating to his research on the dodo were given to Alfred 
Newton (Wolley & Newton 1864-1902). William Jardine gave Newton copies and extracts of Wolley's 
letters to Strickland concerning the dodo (Newton 1909). 

Wood, Edward (1808-1877). FGS. Lived in Richmond, Yorkshire. Helped found a museum of natural 
history at Richmond. 

Zauschner, Johann Baptista Josef (1737-1799) "Medicinae doctor, historiae naturalis professor" in 
Prague. 

Ziswiler, Vincent. Director of the Zoologischen Museums der Universitat Zurich.
